The 
information in Compton's hands up to 
this point is favorable to McGown.

And if there Is, what bearing should 
that fact have upon the action" of the 
adult probation officer? 
The state of the nervous system of 
an epileptic is forcibly described by 
.E.. C. Spitzka, one of the well-known 
neurologists and authorities on in- 
sanity and nervous diseases, as com- 
parable to that of an elastic band, 
which, being on the stretch con- 
tinually, is apt to rebound violently 
when one end is let go. In the normal 
person the nervous tension is not so 
great, and loss of control may not re- 
sult in so violent a rebound. 
Here we have what may prove to 


be an explanation of some of the 
mvsterious facts in McGown's case. 
"Why did he-.not kill Grodem when 
he first discovered what the manj 
had done?" is the question continually 
asked by those who hold that the
